Licensing conditions for import of ecjuimenl for the Gov^ 
ernment College of Engineering, Pune and services necessary 
for the transportation of the equipment to ports in India 
from Japan under Japanese Grant Aid for 1991-92 of 719 
Yea Million (Yen 719,00,000). 

Section I General Contlitioni; ; 

T(i) The Japanese Grant Air for 1991-92 of Yon 719 
million is intended to be used for financing payments to 
Japanese suppliers for import of equipment and services 
necessary for the transpoTtation thereof to ports in India. 

1 (ii) The import licences 'should be issued for an aggre¬ 
gate amount not exceeding Yen 790 million (GIF) in favour 
of the importer^ and should bear the superscription ‘‘Yen 
719 million Japaficse Grant Aid for 1991-92”. The licence 
code for the first and second suffix will be “S/JN”, But 
no import licence is reauircd for items covered under 
O.G.L. H 

J (iil) No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted 
against the import licence, except bank charges to the Bank 
of India. Tokyo which may be remitted through normal 
banking channels, payment tow^ards Indian Agent’y Commis¬ 
sion, if any, should be made in Indian tui^^es to the agents 
in India. Such payments, however, wilt fofm part of the 
licence value and will* thereof, be charged to the licence. 

I (iv) The equipment should be procured only from Japan 
under this Grant Aid.
